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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on April 10, 
2006 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment filed April 10, 2006 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) 
because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: An initial input 
of force required to generate the initial rotation of the rotational unit, after a 
predetermined number of rotations, without an additional external input of force to 
rotate the elongated member, the elongated member will cease to rotate. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 
Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, 
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"the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a 
separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on 
form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

US Patent 3,885,814 is referenced in the specification and has not been listed on 
any IDS submitted to date. This is applicant's second notice that this reference is not 
cited on an IDS form (PTO-1449), the first notification being made in the Office Action 
dated October 4, 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the disclosed invention is 
inoperative and therefore lacks utility. The device violates Newton's Laws and 
Conservation of Energy. 

The application recites that the apparatus rotates through the use of 
gravitational force, the rotating portion of the apparatus rotates by being structured to 
use gravitational force and gravitational force acts on the differing length of the rod to 
cause subsequent rotations of the elongated member. None of these are possible within 
the laws of physics. Gravitational force is an omnipresent force that acts equally on the 
entire length of the rod, once the rod falls, it must fight gravity to rise, the net energy 
gain is zero. The use of gravity to cause rotation is not possible. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-10 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Specifically, 
since the claimed invention is not supported by either a credible asserted utility or a 
well established utility for the reasons set forth above, one skilled in the art clearly 
would not know how to use the claimed invention. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 5 recite the limitation "having a center of axis of rotation off 
centered" and it is unclear what a center of axis of rotation is. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

9. Claims 1-10, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Rutkove (US Patent 3,625,089) or under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Love (US 2003/0066382). 

Rutkove discloses a device with a housing (23), an elongated member 
rotationally mounted on the housing member (11), one more more rods (40) slidably 
disposed transversely through said elongated member, the interior surface (88) of the 
housing member having a transverse cross section shaped in a predetermined form, 
and the elongated member having a center of axis of rotation off-centered relative to 
said center of said predetermined form of the transverse cross section of the housing 
member. 

Love discloses a device with a housing (10), an elongated member rotationally 
mounted on the housing member (31), one more rods (16) slidably disposed 
transversely through said elongated member, the interior surface (12) of the housing 
member having a transverse cross section shaped in a predetermined form, and the 
elongated member having a center of axis of rotation off-centered relative to said 
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center of said predetermined form of the transverse cross section of the housing 
member. 

Response to Arguments 

10. Applicant's arguments filed April 10, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the specification has been amended sufficiently to 
overcome the 101 rejection. Applicant further goes on to state that the application no 
longer teaches nor suggests that gravity is used to generate, conserve or amplify the 
energy exerted on a body (page 12, Lines 16-20). 

The examiner respectfully disagrees for the reasons as stated in the rejection 
above. The application continues to suggest that gravity acts on the body to create a 
force to generate motion. The statement that the application no longer suggests the 
use of gravity to generate, conserve or amplify the energy substantiates the new matter 
rejection.
